But once 
more this word brings us up sham. ls not the primary, 
nay, the entire object of this Conference to. make us believe 
and feel and know that the resources of the Church are not 
what she is ready to produce at this moment, but what she 
las in God and in the Spirit of His Christ? And now, 
therefore, Lord, what wait we for? Our Hope is in The 
So we pray: while in our ears ring that question and that 
answer which come antiphonally in perhaps the greatest of 
the Epistes of the great SL.

We have in our President 
‘one who has stood before kings, and even prime ministers, 
and not been ashamed. Might we_not ask that he should 
voice us before a Secretary for Forcign Aflair ? 

Can then we sum wpthe appeal to the Church and to this 
Conference which the situation ca. constitutes ? 
It is done for us in a weightÿ communication, that has 
reached me from Bishop Peel, one of God's responsible 
“hiefministers in that part.

Lretum to lastor Wire: "There is almost no unity in 
African missions. Look at the west coast. À score of

districts, and of the conversion of three Moslems in Siberia 
in 1908. A small harvest, Lruly, yet it shows that the task 
Îs no impossibility. We know of the great cvangelistic work 
done by the Greek Church in Japan. Why should not the 
word of the Lord yet cômg to that Church to do a'similar 
work wherever Moslems aré found in the Russian Empire? 
May it be that, at the next Decennial. Conference, Greek 
Church delegates and Roman Church delegates will be found 
siting here with us and rebearsing to us the mighty acts ot 
the Holy Spirit at their hands in Asiatic Islam ? 

Lastiy, Africa. 1 necd not say one word to you, fathers 
and brethren, Lo tell you of the crisis in which practically all 
Africa is involved between the religions of Christ and 
Mohammed, The thing. is notorious, and this Conference 
at least is well aware of its seriousness. The two main 
causes are, first, the influence of the Senussi movement, 
which has radiatcd from the North-East Sahara, and is fe, 1 
believe, wherever Tslarn is advancing between the 10th and 
Sth degrees of latitude North; and secondly, the influence 
Of traders, who, taking advantage of the security given by the 
various British, French, or German occupations, carry Islam 
everywhere. | This applies generally to East Africa and the 
Central and Western parts of the Sudan. 

‘How can these things be dealt with? 

In regard to the first, Dr, Kumm in his recent journey 
across Africa and along the Moslem fringe, everywhere found 
tibes on the Shari Kiver and Nonh Congo streams up to the 
Sth parallel in process of being Islamised ; and he found 
that the impetus was coming from the Senussi movement, 
‘The Senussi monasteries and not El Arhar are the true 
fountain head of North African Mohsmmedan extension, 
and Senussism, though utterly anti-modernit, is nevertheless. 
not orthodox. No Senussite could study at El Azhar, that 
home of an unmiltant orthodoxy. The only contribution 
El Axhar makes to Central or West African Islam is the 
vague prestige of is name, and a certain amount of con- 
solidating influence exerted by the few Arharite graduates 
who find their way back to Hausaland and other parts of 
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intercommunication. Our Dutch and German brethren are 
doing a mngnificent work here boih in winning Moslems and 
in préventing the Islamising of non-Moslems. All his great 
Conference can do is 19 encourage tbent to make even greater 
exertions in the name of the Lord! In particular, may we 
not praÿ that {hey and we may be enabled to strengthen our 
hold on Hornco, that great island in which ut lie is being 
donc, and which, I am infurmed by the Rev. G. Allan, 
S.P.G. missionary there,is full of fanatical and very influen- 

à Moslems. It is a marvel that the Dyaks ai 
ter aorigines have not been Islamised, such being the 
circumstances. It seems that ve owe thcir present cscape 
to their unparalleled relish for pork! But that is not a satis- 
factory thing for us Lo relÿ on, and with this Malaysian 
‘environment the danger is imminent. Even in the case of 
the enormous blañid of New Guinea, hitherto as far as L 
know unaécted by Islam, we may wel let fall the appeal in 
passing to hasten its cvangelisation, lest, if we tarry, it 100 
become as Java and as Sumatra. 

In China until recently the problem of Islam has hardiy 
been cven studied, much less worked at. We have read in 
the Report the significant message of young Chinese Moslems 
studying at Tokio, “ Moslems, awakel” Is not the trans- 
lation of this simply, “ Christians, awake?” Ie js, in fact, a 
sharp admonition to us that the laisses faire attitude of the 
past must now cease. The Report sdvises the focusing uf 

effort on. certain known stratégie centres and he 
apart of men for the purpose. It adds: “Such 
would need a knowledge of Loth Chinese at 
This is only one more indication of the nécessity 
wving an Arabic Seminarÿ at some centre like Cairo.

The 
Bakhtiari Chiefs who carried through the récent amp d'#ar 
and became the de facto goemors of Teheran, were, before 
they came into this startling prominence, the firm friends of 
the CMS. missionaries, Does not this one fact make it 
ruclally important 10 strengthen and reinforce those work 
ing for {he gospel in that land, the importance of which ns 
dividing Sunui.Isam is s0 great? The opportunity was 
greater à few years ago than it is to-day, Ia Ît to slip 
entirely ? 

In India we have the same phenomena noted in Egypt, 
constituting the same call. We have the same enornaus 
mass of popular Sunni Islam, and Lo a still greater extent a 
modernist movement, which has. never yet Leen adequatclÿ 
dealt with. In addition Lo all this we have the serious intel. 
gence of some millions of outcastes in Bengal or the Punjab, 
Who before very long must be claimed by either Islam or 
Hinduisnt if the Christian Church does not gather them to 
herself Is not the latte fact a call to the Church immedi. 
ately to do this vital work of taking preservative measures ? 
In this case, by how many thousand times is prevention 
better and casier than curel For the rest the Report of 
Commission IL. registers the impression that in India Moslem 
Missions have been sadly neglccted. _ Hardly any men are set 
apart for this work in $. India, and nowhere Ï believe, in India 
38 elsewherc, is the proper training being given to men who 
are Lo Cngnge in modem work, and who have now not only 
to study traditional Islam but the modernist movement and 
Hiterature that have their source and spring at Aligarh, 

In the East Indics we have already mentioned the new 
activity consequent on increased facilities for travel and 
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with its several almost contradictory aspects, 1 do not know 
Where that study can Le fully carried on, except somewhere 
in the Arabicspeaking world ; and that somewhete, beyond 
al dispute, can only be Cairo. Therefore it seems Lo many 
“of us that a school of Arabic study must be quietly founded 
and carried on there—a school which shall Le at the service 
‘of missionaries from every part of the Moslein world. I say 
this without prejudice to schemes of Oriental Colleges and 
courses in the home lands, scemes which will certainly have 
their place, but will not, L belicve, be more than supplemen- 
tarÿ of complementary 10 what I am At Cai 
then, this school can only be started and maintained, Gen 
flemen, by your Societies taking. thoughi—if not anxious 
Ahought, Still thought—and that immediately. Verdun 
Sapientibus ! 

Moving East from Egypt, we come to Arabia, the Cradle 
of Islams Besieged as it is by Moslem countries where 
modernist actions and reactions are taking place, ought it 
Mot to be more effectively besicged by us? 1 would call your 
attention first, to the recommendations of Commission I 
at ten important points along Lhe coast should be occupiod 
With medical missions, like s0 many encireling light-centres ; 
Xccondiy, to tho reminder recenily given by Mr. Garland, 
Aie Jewish missionary, that Islam may yet be reached by the 
ews of greater Arab, if we remember #10 the Jews ft”; 
hirdty, to the following words of Dr. Young of Âden — 

ME éhink the Church should seize the present opportunity 
of entering the open door of Arabia, and spccially should it 
Kry Lo star a large united mission in Méces or Medina. It 
may sem Utopian even to dream of starting à mission i 
ocea or Medina, but until an effort has been made no one 
an tell whether or not it will be successful. At any rale an 
Attempt should be made to begin work in Jidda ({he port of 
Mecs) and a propery equipped bospial established there 
Would do much Ko teach the pilgrims the meaning of Chris- 
Yan love” Dr. Zwemer told me yesterday that he con. 
sidercd Jidda even more important—i is certainlÿ more 
practicable—than Mecca. 

Tuming to Mesopotamia, may 1 remind the Conference

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hat it is proper to eniphasise another critical necessary line 
ofadvance which the Christian Church must make 
delay. T mean an advance in the quality and quantity of 
he scholarship of those who work amung Moslems all over: 
the world, and especially in those parts Where the 
L is going on. There are two main lines along Which 
reased study must be directe, au Moslem Cairo 
stands for both: the first is the old traditional thcology and 
philosophy, represented by the University of El Axhar; and 
the second is the modemist movement, which more. or less 
touches every young Moskem who rcccives an education 
afrer the Western model, and which consists, as 1 have said, 
in an attempt to get behind the actual historical evolution 
of Islamism, and to re-think out a new policy, a new thcology, 
a new philosophy, and a new society, upon the basis of the 
Korn, unsupplemented by all tradition whatever. This 
movement, which is strongly represented in India, has also 
a firm footing in Cairo, where the wellknown Sheikh 
Mohammed Abdu lectured and gained disciples. One of 
these disciples, the editor of the Cairo revicw, Æ/ Afamar, 
js the man who at this moment js busying hintslf about 
founding a missionaty college for Turks in Constantinople, 
the graduates of which shall go forlh to teach the principles 
of this new Islam, specially in the further East! Whercby 
Jou may see that this new Islam aims at spreading and 
propagating. Now both these lines of intellectual activity 
imply a force of scholar missionaries, more numerous and 
manÿ degrees more leamed than at present exists. or 
even though the learning of traditional Jslam be supposcd 10 
Ue on the decline—and the supposition remains to be 
proved, though it is hardly questionable that Ed Azhar is à 
déeaying institution, and its influence abroad a mere shadow 
of what ie was—yet that traditional leaming is still the 
learning that underlics the life of the enormous. masses of. 
Mohammedans all over the world, masses whose very us 
inertie will always be a formidable and potent thing. That 
traditional learning, then, demands students as much as vec 
it did, and those same students must add to their programme 
the task of watching, studying, and mecting this Neo-Islam 
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Empire, whether Anglican or nomAnglican. Secondly, to 
‘oceupy the unoceupied districts through the Societies con 
tiguous to them-—these districts are mentioned in the Report 
of Commission L_ Thirdly, to place literary work on a 
stronger and surer footing. (I will return to this point in 
à moment) Fourthly, to put wise, continuous, and cour. 
ageous pressure upon the Govemment to make full rligious 
“quality and Hbery an actual fact in the Empire. Fil, 10 
make à vise and courgeous advance in direct work for 
Moslems, In an informal conference lately held in Beyrout, 
which 1 had the priviege of attending, one heard witness after 
Witness dwelling on the extent to which such direct work Is 
already. being done, and the far greater extent Lo which, in 
the opinion of all, it mighe be now done. At the end of 
the day that informal conference expressed its opinion, with 
this Edinburgh Conference specially in vien, as follows —

Passing to Egypt, were the larger mesure of civil free 
(dom makes the possibilities of direct Moslem work practically 
Snlimited, we find that Cairo is still 1o-day the intellectual 
Sentre of Iam, It has been so ever since 1he decay of 
Bagdad under the Abbesides. Ie is therefore at this point 
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in our consultation this evening both must be kept in our 
minds. In the” narrow sense, those resources are utterly 
insuficient to mect the situation today, though they 
could doubrless be more wisely disposed, more economically 
distributed, more riche used. ut at our disposal also are 
the resources of the living God, and this thought will keep 
us remindedl during thi session also of the root lesson of this 
Conférence, that only à new realisation of the meaning of a 
living God will avail us to accomplish or even continu our 
superhumian task. 

There is not time to indicate more than the foci where 
the particular crisis of today are centred.  Fathers and 
brethren, our motto must be Peru Sapientiäus? Ta this 
Hall, and on this subject, I must and may emphasire each 
of these two words. 

Heginning, then, with the Ottoman Empire, we find a 
movement which can broadly be described as one towards 
freedom, political first and then intellcctual.  Ullimately a 
double movement of this nature must renet on religion slowly 
but surely. The inner atitude of the young Turks theme 
sclves to religious toleration is probably an advanced one, 
The very fact that Christianity and Christians have been 10 
such a large extent at the bottom of their movement. must 
produce far-reaching and important consequences. Already 
in many parts of the Turkish Empire, notably Syria, the 
liberty of the press is making very great advances. Already 
some leaders of Islamic thought are disposed to query the 
whole elaborate fabric of Islam as historically evolved and 
claborated, and to go back to the Koran, into which some 
of then read as much Christianity as they are able. Are 
not these facts a call to the Societies at work in the Ottoman 
Empire Lo stand by and to strengthen their work so as to be 
ready 10 take advantage of the expanding situation? May 
not the day for reaping tbe fruit of the marvellous endurance 
ofthe Armenian martyrs be nigh? It must come, as sure 
25 there is a just God in Heaven 1 

‘The following steps, then, sem incumbent: first, to 
Strengthen the already splendidiy successful work done for 
and amongst the several Eastern Churches in the Ottoman 
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reaping most of the harvest sown by the Ethiopianism of 
today. 

“This rapid preliminary survey assures us, then, that even 
from the view-point of a modera movement, the Moham- 
medan problem is practically co-extensive with the whole world 
of Islam. - And may I not, in this great Conference, make yet 
one more preliminary remark.… This problem of Islam is one 
which ve simply 
indescribably 


not overlook—not even in the face of Le 
East. 


cut situations fscing us. in the. Fa 
And this, fist, Lecause Islam is at our doors ; from thx 
lung North African coast it fronts Europe, actually toucl 
dk, 0 to speak, at either end of the Mediterrancan,— the 
Fillars of Hercules and at Constantinople. And secondly, 
because is a central problem also. Think of that enormous 
central block of solid Mohammedanism from Nort 
‘Africa into Westem and Central Asia Like an immovable 
wedge, it keeps the Christian West from the pagan or 
heathen East; and I would have you recollect, Fathers and 
Bréthren, that even were our Japanese, our Korean and 
Manchurian, our Chinese, our Indian problems solved, thcir 
present crises happily met and surmounted, and a Christ 
Far East added to the Catholic Church, that great central u 
sympathetc, alien, and hostile wedge would eut Eastern ar 
Westem Christendom absolutely in half, keeping the twin 
apart, insulating them from each other, and exhibiting 10 
God and man not merelÿ a seam, but à rent, from top to 
bottom, in the scamless robe of the great Catholic Church, — 
of a humanity wholly, but for Islam, won for Christ. Truly, 
then, we cannot postpone the problem of Islam. It is a 
problem of to-day, as we have seen, _ Let the same # to-day," 
1hen, be the day of solution and salration. 

My task and privilege then this evening is to seek to unfoll. 
 representatives of the Church militant in all the earth, 
the situation as it is to-day, in view of the modem or modern 
ist moyements within Islam ; our object being unitediy 10 
take measures, to the utmost extent of the resources at out 
disposal, by which the situation thus realised may be met, 
‘And this last sentence reminds us that “the resources at our 
disposal” is a phrase capable of Evo intespretations, and that 
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raïlway line conduct them. So that no doubt the Trans- 
caspian railway, which will intime be continued from Russian 
Turkestan Into Chinese Turkestan, will carry ideas with it 
and so the historic trade-routes that cross the middle of the 
heart of the Asiatic continent into. China, may soon become 
nerves org Moslem Central Asia into a much closer 
has been before. Or turn to China; if 
“here is one country in the word the Mohammiedans of which 
might be confidently supposed not 1o be sensitive to im. 
préssions from the outside world, that country is China, for 
the Chinese Moslems have becn the standing example of the 
most stagnant and unintelligent possible form of Jslamism, 
Yet we hear of the dispateh of a Turk to be the first resident. 
Moslem missionary in China, and more striking still, of 
thirty Chinese Mohammedan students deinking in Western 
ideas at a Japanese University, and editing a quarteriy 
magasine for distribution to their fellow-religiontsts through: 
out China with the significant title # Moslems, Awake 1” 
Or tu to Malaysia; the modifing influence hero is the 
steamship, which is enabling an everincreasing number of 
Javanese, Sumatrans, and other East Indian Moslems Lo 
make theïr pilgrimage to Mecca, with-the natural result of 
welding Islam into a much more compact and unyiclding 
whole throughout Malaysia. Or tum to Arabia itself; the 
tomb of the Prophet at El Medina resounds to-dày tb the 
whistle of à sailway train. From Arabia indirectly came 
the great—you cannot call ie modernist—but the great 
modern or recent movement. of El Senussi, the influence of 
Which is being fele right away through the Sédan to Lake 
Chad and the heathen tribes on the extreme north of the 
Congo basin.  Otherwise the Moslem movement, s0 fearfully 
‘extensive through Africa, is essentia]ly a reaction conseqüent 
en the action of European Govemments, for the establish-

As not s0 much, where do we find evidences of the modern 
movement in Islam to-day? 23, where do we not find such 
evidences ? 

We are, of course, familiar with the modernist movement 
which is affecting the middle Moslem realms of Turkey, 
Egypt, Persis, and India,—all of them countries into which 
European ideas have found their way, and bave produced 
political and intellectual fermenting, both of which in turn are 
reacting on religion. But these are not the only countries 
in Islam that are being modificd in some new way by events 
which, directly or indirectly, bave bad their origin in the 
West In Russia the promulgation of religious liberty on 
the 17th April 190$ has resulted, as I am informed by 
Russian lady who has made & special study of the subject 
in the retum to Islam of 50,000 forced confomists to the 
Greek Church ; and they have been accompanied or foliowed 
by not a few who embraced Islam for the first time. There 
is no doubt that events like these will stimulate the Moham- 
medans in Russia in Europe, the Volga districts, Russian 
(Central. Asia, and perhaps Siberia itself, For ideas are like 
lectricity ; they move fast, especially wben the metals of a 
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
